IERCE GALE FANNED THE FLAMES. 


Entire Business Portion of Hie Town, 


Including Several Klnc Structures, 
Completely Destroyed, the l^oss K<;- 
iiig Estimated at Two Million Dol- 
lars—In liabitunU Escape. 
Cripple 
Creek, 
Col., Aug.

The business portion of the city of 
Victor was totally destroyed by fire. 
A loss estimated at ?2: 
r " 000 was en- 


tailed. 


The fire raged six hours, consuming 


everything in its way. 
It has

origin in the Merchant's cafe, adjoining 
the bank of Victor. A strong wind 
from the south fanned the flames, and 
in a few minutes all the surrounding 
houses were afire.

colors. 


Throughout the trial neither he or any 
of the judge* have shown particular 
love for Picquart, but he has never be- 
fore committed such a flagrant viola- 
tion of justice and his duties as a 
judge. 


The second point, the change of. at- 


titude upon the part of Dr»yfus, has 
given' universal satisfaction 
to his 


friends. Htherto he had confined him- 
self, when asked by the judge if he 
had any reply to make to witnesses, to 
an impassioned protestation of his in- 
nocence. This made an immense but 
transitory impression on his hearers. 


Moreover, General Roget made the 


significant remarks in court last week' 
that an innocent man does not merely 
protest his innocence but defends him- 
self. This undoubtedly stung Dreyfus 
into the line he adopted when he rose 
and 
replied, argumentatively, 
in a 


calm voice, to the various points raised 
by the witnesses. 


"it was in response to Captain Junck 
that he made his longest statement, 
ocupying about 
10 minutes, during 


which he used the notes he had taken 
while Junck was speaking, and with 
methodical 
arrangement 
and 
un- 


equivocal 
language 
effectively dis- 


cussed the inaccuracies of Junck's tes- 
timony. 


The third point, the conduct of Junck 


in repeating confidences made to him 
as a comrade by Dreyfus disgusted hi 
hearers, and in the mind of any right 
thinking man. must have considerably 
Impaired the value of the remainder 
of his evidence. He and Dreyfus sat 
together in the same office and natur- 
ally exchanged confidences regarding 
their relations with women. 
But, it 


was pointed out, no one but a con- 
temptible person repeats them in court, 
especially in the case of a man passing 
as an officer and a gentleman. 


Dreyfus, in replying, scored distinct- 


ly when he brought out Junck's utter 
lack of sense of honor, and himself de- 
clined to enter into a discussion of 
the matter.
